This was a cute way of di’/erting 
the motivating reason from the attention of. the public for, as in 
the case of subversive organizations elsewhere, this boycott 
against the Jev;s was an answer to the prayer and request of the 
Nazi, orgnnisations that all 'patriots' should boycott the Jews, 
the Jews who have boycotted the Nazis with whoa the government of 
the United States have friendly and ambassadorial, reciprocal 
relations. 

Mr. Stouch as well, as other Klan leaders is closely 
following the Klan edict now, more so than'in earlier times, that 
applicants for membership be rigidly examined. The Pennsylvania 
Klan has tactfully been handling the Catholic situation. While 
Stouch would never trust the Gallagher combination because of their 
religion, .he is nevertheless using their organizations and their 
smaller groups in the Klan ”<jrk because it is current that these 
organizations and groups are leading the fight in Philadelphia on 
the Communists.

Death Legion •‘Nonsensical." 

A small organization within (lie 
ranks of the Klan. the Legion 
of Death was described by Klans- 
mcn«as "loo nonsensical and dan 
gernlis," The Grand Dragon -said 
the Legion uses Intimidation and 
lakes the taw into its own hands. 

"By the end of April." Stouch 
said, “the Legion will be broken.”

No doubt you will wonder why I have time to write this letter today, 
Christmas Day of all days. Well, this just don't happen to be a merry Christ¬ 
mas for me thanks to a grievious injustice by those in authority in the National 
Capital. You see Sir, I have a family like the average American Citizen a wife 
and son. It's not only Christmas for ray boy it is also his birthday. Because 
of what has been done to me I had no finances to make it possible to spend 
Christmas with my family who, due to circumstances have to live with the boy's 
Grandmother in Lancaster, Pennsylvania.; Thanks to his good mother who has had 
some part time work and a kind Grandmother he will have I am sure- something to -eat. 

You may ask yourself what has all of this got to do with you. The 
answer is very simple and most reasonable. You are the chief Law enforcement 
officer for the United States and I believe that I am correct when I say that 
it is not only your duty to prosecute the guilty but to also protect the innocent. 

Since July 2nd, of this year I have been suspended as Investigator-In- 
Charge, of the Intelligence Section (Civilian) at the United States Array, Phila¬ 
delphia Signal Depot. I have appealed thru every proper channel for the reason 
for such suspension and for a copy of specification charges. Up to this date, I 
have not received one word as to the reason why I was suspended. 

I did hear indirectly that- the grounds on which my suspension was bases 
was because of the fact I was a former member of the Klan. Sometime.^ago I 
appeared at the local office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 3pent a 
considerable time with Special Agent ~ | in charge of subversive 

activities. In this interview I gave ] [ a brief resume of my life 

history together with a ll the facts a s how and why I became associated with the 
Klan. I also permitted ! to have photostated two written reports of the 

investigation I had made of the "Klan-German American Bund" activities while en¬ 
gaged as special Investigator for the Philadelphia Inquirer; In addition, he was 
also.permitted to have photostated a stack of material pertinent to. the investiga¬ 
tion I had conducted for the Philadelphia Inquirer. This investigation took place

It is 
with the thought in mind that a personal appeal to you might expedite matters so 
it may be possible for me to do on New Year's'what I could U du un 'Ihi'ijj.

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For the past eighteen years I have been engaged in civil and criminal 
investigative work. I was special Investigator to four former Director's of . 
Public. Safety while a member of the Philadelphia Bureau;of Police. In 1928, I was 
assigned to the District Attorney's office as special Investigator to assist in 
the special August Grand Jury probe. My evidence was responsible for the dismissal 
and prosecution of a large number of Police officials whose enmity I have borne ever 
since. I was also highly commended by the Court for my work. In 1937, I was again 
called to perform a similar service for another special Grand Jury investigation. 

I was appointed as a special Investigator for the' Attorney General, Pennsylvania 
Department of Justice and assigned to this Grand Jury probe. 

The results of this 1937, Grand Jury investigation was the indictment 
and conviction of over, three hundred of Philadelphia's most notorious criminals. 

For my work,in this probe I was most viciously attacked and ray character assailed 
by a Philadelphia publication that resorted to gutter tactics in an effort to dis¬ 
credit the Grand Jury investigation and myself, It is a well known fact that this 
publication the "OBSERVER" is controlled by some of this City's most notorious 
racketeers and corrupt politicans. I mention.this only, because of the. fact that 
I am informed that the Investigator from the Military Intelligence Department went 
to this publication for information on which he based his report that, resulted in 
my suspension. However,.I,was commended for my work in this probe and received 
the finest letters of recommendation from all under whom I had served in the 
Department of Justice as well, as the Pennsylvania State Pol ice. Photo stated 
copies of all these letters were also made by Special Agent | 

Mr. Biddle, regardless of how I have been persecuted by this pernicious 
element I still Have faith in our form of Government, I still believe we are 
fighting to preserve and not pervert Democracy, I still believe that truth crushed 
into the earth by no matter how great the power wiil eventually rise again. It 
is with this faith in my Government and it's leaders that I can carry on looking 
forward to the day when justice will prevail.
